The regulations, timetable, etc., of each of 
the several Faculties, or subjects of study of the College, are 
Teeued in’ pamphlet torm. A ivet of alumni, with their academic 
and other achievemente, is prepared from time to time. 


Tne first Univereity calendarws published in Cambridge 


as a private venture about 70 years ago, if my memory serves. 
In &@ grey linen binding it set a fashion which has been followed 
comewhat slavishly. 


It is, I believe, the experience of most universities that 
their calendars are too heavy end expensive for general distri bu- 
tion; that comparatively few copies are utilised, except for 
public libraries; that very few copies are purchased; and that 
their chief use is for exchange with other universities publish- 
ing similar booke, 


You will forgive me for giving this hint of a change which 
would certeinly make for economy, and might, I believe, promote 
eonvenience and efficiency.

The prinecipel work of the office has been the collection 
of material for an edition of the Yearbook to be published 
eurlyein 1917. lt wer estimated by the printers that the 
copy as sent in would run to 780 pages. the cost of printing, 
eee etec., being very coneiderebly in excess of the 
normal, 1t apresred to he desirable to reduce the bulk of 
tire book ae fer se possible. It war therefore decided, in 
consultation with the Treasurer, to omit all matter appearing 
under the needine"General Information", reducing the accounts 
of the sections of the several universities to their 
directories, chenzes in staff (including temporary appoint- 
ments consequent unon the Var) end events of the past two 
years, Ine Mo 16 now With the printers. 


2. In Januery a request was received from the Indian 
universities, all of whieh have set eside sume of money for 
the purpose of engaging visitin:z lecturers, to suprly them 
with a list of names of persons of established reputation in 
the Artes end Selences who sre willing to give favourable 
eonsideration to an invitetion to lecture in India during the 
cold weather.

Since many reservations 
were méde, particularly with-regard to the inclusion of nemes 
in a list which might tn any cireumetences find ite way into 
print, the list hase seen submitted to our corresyvondents in 
he several Indién universities in strictest confidence. 
Later in the year we were informed that all the Indien 
universities, with the exception of the Prnjeb, had decided 
to postpone the scheme.

At the réguest of the Prerident ef the board of 
Edueetion the Committee of the buresu met him in conference on 
Feb.20, the folloving members being present;* the Chairman 
(Sir Doneld |.acAlister), the Treesurer (Sir Henry iiers), 
Profeseor Lreeg, ir Joynt, Dr. Sadler, i.r Scott, and the Hon. 
Secretary. 


The President informed the Committee that the Govern- 
mente of the Allied countries, and of certain neutral countries 
also, had recently represented to him,in the strongest terme, 
their convietion that tt is desirable for the better understand- 
ing of their peoples end the people ef the British Empire 
that the interchange of teechers and students between their 
universities #nd ours should be freer than hae been customary 
hitherto, 


The President said thet he anticipates that after the 
var, if suitable errangementes een he made, the migration of 
membere of foreign universities to the universities of the 
british Empire will assume & considerable importance. He also 
emphasized his belief in the desirability of facilitating the 
residence of british teachers and studente tn foreign and 
friendly countries. He pointed out thet for the furtherence of 
these ends some modifications of existing university regulations 
may be require@, and thet some financial provision may need to 
be made to help in meeting the travelling and other expenses 
of members of british universities who desire to teach or 
study abroad, 


He asked the Committee of the Bureau to bring this 
matter to the attention of. the universities and to express the 
hope thet they will give 1t their serious and early considvia- 
tion, in order that through their co-operation he may be placed 
in @ position to return, st any rate, a provisional anewer to 
the foreign Governments with wnom he is in communication. 


The Committee of the Buresu request you to lay the 
views of the President before yeur University. They also 
venture to suggest that your University, after giving such 
preliminery consideration to the questions involved as muy seem 
desirable, mey he disposed to appoint a representative to attend 
& conference in London,
